° FBI Investigating Local 
Housing Rehab Program 


An article in the Tuesday edition of the Bay City Times 
revealed that past practices in the administration of federal Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Development low-income housing rehabili- 
tation is currently under investigation by the FBI. 

_ According to the Times, the investigation involves possible 
misuse of about $35,000 in rehabilitation funds. The controversy 
was provoked by complaints by a number of homeowners about in- 
complete rehabilitation work at their homes, and complaints about 
poor workmanship. 

The investigation was called for by Mrs. Jan Cornell, director 
of the program since last September, who told the Times it will 
focus on program administration during the first nine months of 
1979. She said the investigation was requested because the Housing 
Commission wished to determine whether or not there were any 
irregularities in program administration, but did not cite any 
specific instances other than the possible misuse of the $35,000. 

Mrs. Mary Kesteloot, previous director, resigned the post in 


September of 1979. She told the Times she left the job because of the .f 


pressure and time it involved and indicated surprise when advised 
of the FBI probe. 

Investigating agent is Larry Hoffmeister of the Traverse City 
office who apparently refused to comment on the nature of the in- 
vestigation.

County-Union Reach 


‘impasse’’ Call Mediator

In an updated press release 
issued January 30th, AFSCME 
(The American Federation of 
State, County & Municipal Em- 
ployees), Local 2759, through its 
Staff Representative Dennis 
Nauss, said that negotiations 
over a labor agreement with the 
county’s legal representative, 
David Sabin, had declared the 
impasse over the question of 
bargaining unit recognition, 
and that negotiations were 
broken off at approximately 
2:25 p.m. last Wednesday after- 
noon. 

No further —_ bargaining 
sessions were scheduled until 
Wednesday, February Sth, 
when State Mediator Robert 
Rombouts will be in attendance. 

In a meeting with media rep- 
resentatives late last Wednes- 


day afternoon, Nauss lashed out 
at the county’s negotiating 
posture during their eight 
meetings involving some 47% 
hours of talks, labeling it 
“asinine”. 

Although there are- several 
unresolved issues, the question 
of unit recognition appears to be 
a major stumbling block to pro- 
gress in reaching a settlement. 

And that issue narrows down 
ever further to the question of 
whether or not the County job 
classificaton of Deputy Clerk is 
a logical inclusion in the 
makeup of the bargaining unit. 
The parties are diametrically, 
opposed on this issue, the union 
adopting the position the job has 
always been, and should con- 
tinue to be, a member of the 
unit, while the county adopts 
the opposite position that the 


1979 vs. 1978 


job should be excluded. 

Nauss indicated the county 
had previously initialed an 
agreement with the union to 
leave the language as is, When 
contacted, Sabin, negotiator for 
the county, agreed that such an 
understanding had been 
reached at one time, however 
indicated that agreements on 
specific contract language are 
tentative and contingent upon 
final agreement being reached 
on all other contract matters. 

The recognition issue was 
highlighted through the filing of 
a grievance by the union in 
November over the status of 
Nancy Krey, now Deputy Clerk, 
who last summer notified the 
local of her intent to withdraw 
from union membership. The 
labor agreement contained a so-

City Police Complaints up 24%

While the number of com- 
plaints investigated by city 
police officers increased by 
24%, at the same time incidents 
of major crime showed a 
decrease in 1979, according to a 
recently released annual report 
from Police Chief Pete Stephan. 

Police officers recorded 2816 
complaints in 1979, compared to 
2267 registered the previous 
year, with traffic and parking 


violations reflecting the most 
notable increases. Traffic 
violations were up 95%, from 
113 to 220, while parking 
violations shot up 475%, from 73 
in 1978, to 420 last year. 

Stephan indicated that more 
attention had been devoted to 
these areas in 1979 in view of the 
accidence incidence along the 
downtown business loop and 
subsequent 
speed limits in selected areas.

Cheeses are gaining tn popu- 
larity.. They are high in protein, 
require. no preparation and 
have the versatility of com- 
bining with many other foods 
for delicious salads, soups, 
main dishes and desserts. , 

There’s no limit to the ways 
cheese can be used, from 
casseroles to cheese cakes. 
There are some cheeses, how- 
ever, which are meant to be 
eaten as is, or simply matched 
with fresh fruits. 

Appetizers are a promise of 
good foods to come, and perfect 
starters are slices of brick 
cheese served on Michigan ap- 
ple slices or Michigan pears 
with Cheddar or Muenster 
cheese. For a busy Saturday 
lunch treat, lightly butter a 
slice of brown bread, cover 
generously with hot Michigan 
baked beans and a thick layer of 
shredded Cheddar cheese. Broil 
slowly until cheese melts, then 
top with crisp bacon slices. 

Michigan’s natural cheese 
production totals about 33 
million pounds each year, with 
American Cheese amounting to 
two-thirds of this total, accor- 
ding to the Michigan Depar- 
tment of Agriculture. Cheese 
makers in our state produce 
Muenster, Cheddar, — brick, 
Mozzarella and other Italian 
cheeses, cream and farmer 
cheeses, among others. Cottage 
cheese production amounts to 
about 56 million pounds an- 
nually. 

Evach person in the U.S. con- 
sumes about 18 pounds of 
cheese each year. Considering 
cheesemaking requires 10 
pounds of whole milk to make

Cheese is aged from 60 days 
to a year or more, denending on 
the flavor development desired. 
Aging and the quality. charac- 
teristics are key factors in 
determining price.

cheese products including 
shredded, grated, — wheels, 
cylinders, bricks, cartons, 


pears, balls or pear rectangles, 
cups and jars. In color, cheese 
ranges from purest white to 
deepest orange, with shades of 
yellow and marbled blues and 
greens, As for flavors, these, 
too, range from the mildest 
cream cheese to robust Romano 
and Limburger, All vatieties of 
natural cheese should be served 
at roem temperature to enjoy 
the fullest flavor and texture.

AS THE NEW year dawns, the cry of 
the lawmaker is heard across the land, as 
governments of all sizes—federal, state 
and local—crank up their legislative ap- 
, paratus for their annual tussles with pro-

IT WAS interesting to see the public 
endorsement of Sen. Ted Kennedy for 
president coming from Douglas Fraser, 
president of the United Automobile 
Workers. 

Fraser said, of course, his Kennedy en- 
dorsement was a personal thing, and 
shouldn’t indicate how his gigantic union 
feels, 

This is the same Douglas Fraser, in- 
cidentally, who worked hand in glove 
with the Carter administration to push 
the Chrysler aid package through a reluc- 
tant congress, with the welfare of thou- 
sands of his UAW members ever in mind.

Tisch predicted his plan will gain more 
support because people are tired of big 
government, high taxes and gover- 
nment’s view that it must always provide 
expensive new programs, 

Other parts of the proposal include 
retaining all tax credit and rebate pro- 
grams currently in tax law, setting taxes 
on new residential construction and agri- 
cultural construction as if they had been 
built in 1978, plus inflation, and exem- 
pting from property taxes the home- 
steads and rental housings of persons 
with taxable income of under $5,000.

Rep. Roy Smith (R-Ypsilanti), a mem- 
ber of the Legislature proposing a tax 
shift from property taxes to income 
taxes, said a problem with the new Tisch 
plan is the exemption from any new taxes 
on homes built after the amendment is 
adopted. He said the amendment appears 
to permit taxing only the land upon which 
the residence would sit. 

To get the amendment on the ballot, 
about 286,700 valid signatures are 
needed. Tisch said he hopes to collect over 
half a million signatures before presen- 
ting the petitions.

Free Tuition For Senior Citizens 

Final legislative approval has been 
given to a bill permitting governing boar- 
ds of community and junior colleges to 
waive tuition for senior citizens, 

Trustees of the colleges can waive 
tuition requirements for any student, age 
60 or older, who has graduated high 
school and meet the other requirements of 
the college. 

' Permitting the waiver is voluntary, but 
critics said political pressures will ensure 
all colleges allow the waiver. 

There is no estimate on what the waiver 
could cost, but it is projected the state 
may have to make up losses to colleges 
through other appropriations.

to that 1881 Charter, is to render 
aid and sustenance-including 
food, clothing, shelter and 
Medical care-to the victims of 
natural or man made disasters 
such as hurricanes, tornados, 
floods and fires-unti] normal 
services can be restored. 

The third mandated charge to 


American Red Cross by the - 


Congress is to determine what 


steps to take, and to take such 


steps, to prevent and minimize 
death and maiming to the vic- 
tims of such disasters. 

And, the Congress of the 
United States charged the 
American Red Cross to raise ail 
the monies needed to fulfill 
these lawful mandates by con- 
tribution from the public. No 
Federal, State, or Local funds 
or taxes, are at any time to be 
provided to American Red 
Cross to do it’s mandated job. 

Out of these lawful 
requirements came the four 
primary humanitarian Services 
of American Red Cross: 

1. SAF&V-Services to the 
Armed Forces and Veterans 
and their Families. Annual cost 
about $45 milion, just under 
30% of the Red Cross budget 
nationally. 

2. Immediate Disaster Relief. 
Annual cost about $35 million, 
about 22% of the annual budget. 

3. Safety Services-Instruction 
in Standard First Aid, Advan- 
ced First Aid, CPR, Swimming, 
Water Safety, Life Saving, 
Boating Safety, etc. Annual cost 
about $18 million, about 10% of 
the annual budget. 

4. Blood Bank Services-sup- 
plies about 60% of the Nation’s 
need for human_ blood-free 
because it is given freely. The 
cost of drawing, processing, 
storing and redistributing the 
blood is offset by a fee charged 
Hospitals who in turn charge 
the patient for this collection 
and re-distribution expense. 
American Red Cross Blood Ser- 
vice is self-sustaining, but non- 
profit operation, and the fee 
charged is determined by local 
Volunteer Blood Center Direc- 
tors responsible for each 
separate local Regional Blood 
Center. 

American Red Cross is proud 
to accept responsibility for 
spending almost 30 cents of 
every dollar it collects on 
SAF&V Services. It is positive 
proof that it is achieving ‘the 
responsibility mandated by 
Congress. 

As to the charge by Mr. Bakal 
that American Red Cross con- 
ceals it’s work with Service to 
the Armed Forces and 
Veterans in fund appeals, that 
is a down right lie. American 
Red Cross, in all it’s 
promotional material, features 
SAF&V, Disaster Relief, Blood 
Services and Safety Training. 

Certainly you good local 
people of Crawford County, if 
you read our appeals for funds, 
or heard them over local radio, 
heard about all of the vital 
humanitarian Services _ of 
American Red Cross, the 
details of our local Chapter ex- 
penditures on each, and the 
National expense in .every 
phase of these lawfully man- 
dated Services, that Red Cross, 
and only Red Cross, provides. 

I regret that an article such 
as this needs to be published. 

But I more deeply regret that 
a responsible press-who beats 
it’s chest as the defender of our 
freedoms and fiberties, can be 
so irresponsible as to present a 
charlatan who is ignorant of 
well known public facts, and 
who deliberately misteads to be 
sensational and help seil his 
book. 

And for you, Mr. Donahue, 
not to know the facts and back- 
ground of American Red Cross 
and to let your show be so mis- 
used-For Shame!

called “Agency Shop” provision 
which calls for the payment of a

While the union has filed for 
arbitration in the matter, Sabin 
injected the question of 
timeliness in the filing of the 
grievance. The grievance was 
apparently filed in November of 
1979, too late (the county says) 


to be considered valid :nder a ° 


contract clause which imposes 
a 10 day statute of limitation 
from the date of the alleged con- 
tract violation. 

Other issues which - still 
remain obstacles in 
negotiations include the arbi- 
tration clause and economic 
issues. The union wants the ar- 
bitration provision kept intact, 
calling for a final and binding 
decision on contract disputes 
from an arbitrator selected 
from lists provided by the 
American Arbitration 
Association, with the cost 
shared by the parties. The coun- 
ty has proposed that some 
disputes be resolved through 
use of a third party, others 
resolved in the courts, with the 
cost borne by the party seeking 
relief. 

On the economic issue, Nauss 
attacked the county's position 
that no money is available for 
wage increases.

making our employer-employee 


relations so strained. 

The major areas of 
disagreement are: arbitration, 
make up of the bargaining unit, 
and economics. 

ARBITRATION: The county 
fully recognizes the mutual 
need for a forum whereby em- 
ployer-employee disputes may 
be settled. The present dis- 
agreement is only over what 
that forum shall be, and how 
and by whom it shall be finan- 
ced. 

The county has suggested 
alternative approaches to the 
settlement of disputes, such as 
the courts, which are already 
heavily funded by local tax 
dollars. The county also 
suggested a compromise 
proposal which utilized the 
courts for factual disputes, and 


_a three-person panel, mutually 


chosen from our geographical 
area, for settlement of con- 
tractual disputes. 

In an attempt to discourage 
the frivilous use of expensive 
arbitration by either party, the 
county suggested that the party 
initiating arbitration absorb the 
cost, then alternately suggested 
that the party losing arbitration 
pay the tab. All alternatives and 
Suggestions were promptly 
rejected by the AFSCME rep- 
resentative. 

The union continues to 
demand that, regardless of 
which party is proven right, 
both parties bear the cost of the 
proof. Typical cost of their 
variety of arbitration is $1,000 
per day-per party. While a well- 
heeled national labor organiza- 
tion may be able to afford this, 
Crawford County cannot. As a 
result, for seven years 
Crawford County has consis- 
tently conceded defeat in every 
grievance case ever presented 
by any county employee. At 
roughly $1,000 per complaint, 
the county could not afford to 
pursue a final determination. 
The only ‘‘tool of justice” open 
to it was priced beyond the 
ability to pay. Crawford County 
couldn’t afford to win! The 
world’s fastest runner cannot 
win the gold medal if he can’t 
afford to enter the race; and a 
wronged party cannot win a 
judgement if he can’t afford to 
goto court. 

This board has insisted that 
this inequity be resolved. If this 
insistence is ‘‘asinine’’ and vio- 
lates “widely accepted union 
principles,” we apologize for 
being “asinine” and unor- 
thodox. But we are Crawford 
County not Wayne, Oakland, 
and Macomb. We've refused to 
continue to play sand-lot ball by 
World Series rutes, 
asking that there be rules, but 
‘that the rules of the game, and 
the cost of the rules, be tailored 
to fit both teams. 

BARGAINING UNIT: The 
disagreement over which em- 
ployees should be included in 
the AFSCME bargaining unit, 
and which should be excluded, 
has become very unpleasant. So 
unpleasant that a very com- 
petent employee’s job is hang- 
ing in the balance. 

The county maintains that 
appointed officials, or sworn 
deputies of elected officials, are 
exempt from inclusion in a bar- 
gaining unit comprised of 
regular line employees. That is 
because these officials are not

} regular employees-a distinction 


which is upheld by Michigan 
Statutes. They take an oath of 
office, perform supervisory and 
statutory duties for which they 
are legally accountable, and 
are governed by laws which at 
times actually contradict the 
provision of the union agree- 
ment, 

In our Sheriff Department, 
the Undersheriff, who is an ap- 
pointed official in an identical 
capacity, is specifically ex- 
cluded from the bargaining unit 
for the ahove-mentioned 


’ reasons. In fact, even the shift 


commanders are separated 
from the deputies’ bargaining 
unit and negotiated with

separately. The county is 
asking that this kind of logic be 
applied when we catagorize 
courthouse employees. We want 
to eliminate the impossible 
situation which has demanded 
that the county govern its ap- 
pointed officials by two contra- 
dictory sets of rules. 

To the charge that this logic 
is “union busting’, I will only 
point out that the principle is in 
operation twenty yards away 
at the Sheriff Department, and 
our Teamster’s local is alive 
and well. 

ECONOMICS: The union has 
requested a 65 cent per hour 
wage increase across the board, 
plus cost of living. The county 
has granted no increase for 
1980, but has assured an 
opening clause in this contract 
for salary negotiations for next 
year. That’s a hard, unpopular 
position, and we know, this. I’m 
sure Chrysler employees didn’t 
relish the benefit REDUC- 
TIONS they were forced to ac- 
cept to keep their employer 
afloat, and I’m sure the UAW 
didn’t relish agreeing to them. 
But it was done, because it was 
clear that the financial stability 
of Chrysler employees was only 
as secure as the financial 
stability of Chrysler Cor- 
poration. It’s common sense. 
Crawford County's layoffs in 
1979 proved this. This Board of 
Commissioners may not be able 
to grant a pay raise today, but 
we’re doing all we can to assure 
that jobs still exist tomorrow, 
and that our laid-off employees 
are recalled to work as soon as 
possible. The most recent 
example of this occured five 
weeks ago when the board 
pledged nearly $13,000 in un- 
budgeted monies, nearly wiping 
out an already inadequate con- 
tingency fund, to put a laid-off 
member of the AFSCME unit 
back to work full time. While 
this expenditure has been con- 
veniently overlooked 
throughout our negotiations, I 
see it as significant, and a true 
indication of the concern this 
county has for its employees. 

Much has been made of pay 
raises which were granted to 
elected and appointed officials 
and department heads _ this 
year. The reason is easily ex- 


paid below area standards, & 
that our line employees were 
well in line with, and often 
above, both regional and Craw- 
ford County Standards. The 
inequities were obvious enough 
to prompt the board to “sack” 
the 1980 budget for funds to 
bring the “underpaid” people 
more Closely in line with area 
standards. We did what we 
could to establish equity, and 
when the taxpayer dollars were 
exhausted there were no more. 
This board cannot spend what 
does not exist. It cannot, on 
behalf of the taxpayers of this 
county, enter into agreements 
which impose standards totatly 
incompatable with its circum- 
stances. To do so WOULD prove 
us not only “asinine’’, unfair to 
employees and taxpayers alike, 
but down right irresponsible,
